Eagle Point Historical Society Evolving 


As the Eagle Point Historical Society moves forward in the proc- 
ess of turing over the assets, operation and on-going maintenance 
of the Eagle Point Museum, discussions have raised the idea of 
what role, if any, will the historical society have in the future. I 
would like the society to continue in some form. 


Many cities have historical societies that are not connected to a 
particular museum or other assets but serve their communities in a 
more general way. The City of Eagle Point’s support and commit- 
ment to the museum assures it will be around for future genera- 
tions. This support is especially important in light of the failure of 
congress to support the timber payments bill. 


I envision a new role for the historical society moving into the fu- 
ture. It would certainly be supportive of the activities and function 
of the museum. However, this new arrangement would “free-up” 
the society to focus it’s attention on other worthy projects such as 
research, and documentation of local historic sites, cataloging and 
marking historic homes and buildings, advocating for historic 
preservation, and promoting local history through community ac- 
tivities such as the Vintage Faire. 


The future “face” of the Eagle Point Historical Society could take 
many forms, or not exist at all. Your presence at future society 
meetings, where you can express your ideas and suggestions dur- 
ing this time of transition, are welcome.

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Our Heritage Matters 


Excerpt from the Our Heritage PAC Economic Feasi- 
bility Statement of 3/18/2008 


“Jackson County was formed by the Oregon Territo- 
rial Government in 1852, seven years before state- 
hood. Its history of human occupation goes back 
thousands of years, and the geological history reaches 
back almost 400 million years. The proposed district 
includes all Jackson County except the city of Shady 
Cove. Nearly 70 percent of Jackson County residents 
live in the 10 incorporated cities within the proposed 
district. 

The Rogue Valley Heritage District will support pro- 
grams of heritage societies with the district on behalf 
of all district residents. It will operate and maintain 
heritage sites and structures and acquire and preserve 
historical objects and materials. It will be established 
under Chapter 562, Oregon Laws 207 (Enrolled 
House Bill 3528). Ifthe petition drive is successful, 
the formation election will include a vote to approve a 
permanent tax rate limit of no more than $0.07 per 
$1,000 of assessed value.” 


Many of you have already received a petition in the 
mail to help in gathering signatures. The Eagle Point 
Historical Society has already voted to support the 
drive. If you believe in maintaining Southern Oregon 
heritage we ask you for you help in obtaining signa- 
tures.

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Why I came to Eagle Point 
By Margaret (Maggie) Webster 


Recently I was blessed to spend a little 
time at the museum talking with Maggie 
Webster. Knowing she came from Scot- 
land to America, I asked her why here. 
Here is her response: 


WHY I MOVED TO EAGLE POINT 


It is many years since I packed up and moved to 
Southern California from England. My two chil- 
dren and I flew from Heathrow, London to Los 
Angeles on the very first plane to fly over the 
pole. Pan Am was the airline and we had to stop 
in Winnipeg, Canada to refuel. 


My husband worked in the aerospace business 
and in 1962 there were many opportunities in 
that area. Southern California was a great place 
in the sixties, but so different from the east coast 
of Scotland where I was born and spent my 
growing up years. 


Over the years I visited the Rogue Valley area 
and each time I explored Eagle Point I liked it 
more and more. I retired from teaching in 1995 
and moved to Eagle Point and have never regret- 
ted it since. This small town has so much to of- 
fer — the covered bridge, the museum packed 
with memorabilia, the Butte Mill, the various 
parks and really friendly folk. 


I am 80 years old now and at times it seems like 
only yesterday when my family and I left Eng- 
land and flew to new adventures.
